Hughes Policy in Peril. 


Apparently the first signs of criticism 
which were noted after President Cool- 
idge ordered American marines landed 
in Nicaregua have caused the admin- 
istration to recoil to such an extent 
that all the work which Charles Evans 
Hughes did to promote peace and sta- 
bility in Latin America and safeguard 
American prestige appears to diplomats 
to be ready for sacrifice. In other 
words, when the landing of American 
marines was hastily interpreted as a 
step beyond the Hughes policy, the 
pendulum swung so completely the 
other way that when one of the news- 
paper. man asked yesterday about the 
Hughes policy he was told at the State 
Department to “Ask Mr. Hughes.”

00 OR MORE KILLED 
IN SPANISH CYCLONES 


Towns Cut Off; May Have 
Been Wiped Out; Deaths 
From Cold Reported. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, Dec. 29.—Reports here from 
Spain late tonight state cyclones have 
swept over the whole of Spain, causing 
terrific damage and loss of property. 

The Madrid orange crop, valued at 
$30,000,000, was lost, and 150 vessels 
sunk, with 50 lives lost, and it is be- 
lieved hundreds are dead from the 
cold.

Japanese Prince to Greet 
President Coolidge Today 


Secretary of State Kellogg, Diplomats and Brig. Gen. 
Rockenbach Meet Chichibu on Arrival—Will 
Call at White House. 


Hastening from his studies in Eng- 
land back to the land of the rising 
sun, now draped in mourning for the 
death of his father, Prince -Chichibu 
came to Washington yesterday to pay 
his respects to President Coolidge. 

With his formal call at the White 
House today he will leave on another 
lap of his long, sorrowful journey 
across this country’s long stretch to 
San Francisco, whence he will sail for 
Honolulu January 4. He will reach 
the bereaved imperial household in 
time for his father’s funeral in Feb- 
ruary. 

The reception accorded him here 
was in keeping with the solemnity of 
his trip. No cavalrymen from Fort 
Myer were drawn up at the Union sta- 
tion at salute, nor was the Marine 
band present to render his country’s 
national anthem. 

His train came into the station at 
4:35 o’clock from New York, where he 
arrived from England yesterday. With 
him were J. Butler Wright, Assistant 
Secretary of State, who meets the na- 
tion's distinguished guests either on 
pleasure or sorrow bent; Ambassadcg 
Matsudaira and Hugh M. Wilson, an- 
other Assistant Secretary of State. 

Secretary of State Kellogg was at the 
station to meet the party, The prince, 


features that characterize the sons of 
the mikado, being attired in formal 
afternoon frock with a mourning band 
around his sleeve. With Baron Hayashi, 
former Ambassador to England, who is 
now acting as his guardian, the prince 
was escorted through the President's 
waiting room and placed immediately 
in @ car and whisked away to the em- 
bassy.

She regards the 
European states as hopelessly effete 
units who have brought themselves to 
the verge of ruin by continual quarrels, 

insane jealousies and excessive mili- 
tarism.

LEAVE 8,000 HOMELESS 


‘More Than 250 City Blocks 
_ Are Under Waters Which 
Continue Rising. 


3 DROWN NEAR BEATONIA 


| Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 29 (By A. P.) 
‘The Cumberland river, sweeping 


through Nashville in the most devas- 
tating flood in the city’s history, spread 
over a wider territory today, forcing 
additional hundreds to join the several 
thousand homeless who had fled from 
the surging waters. 

The river, rising one-tenth of a foot 
an hour, had reached 55 feet late today, 
within three-tenths of a foot of the 
record stage of 55.3 feet in 1882. A 
stage of between 55.5 and 56 feet has 
been forecast by the weather bureau 
here, and is expected to be reached 
Friday or Saturday. 

Three hundred families were moved 
‘from their homes today, J. W. Smith, 
chief of police said. The police de- 
| partment estimated that 250 city blocks 
were affected by the backwaters. Be- 
tween 4,000 
been driven from their homes, princi- 
pally in north and east Nashville. 

Because of hurried precautions taken,

Senator Borah, chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee of the Senate, 
discussed the Nicaraguan situation 
with Mr. Kellogg at the State Depart- 
ment yesterday. Later Mr. Borah made 
public the following statement: 

“I went fully over the Nicaraugan 
situation with the Secretary and had 
an opportunity to see the cablegram 
from Admiral Latimer. 

“Admiral Latimer states that he has 
confined his efforts exclusively to the 
matter of protecting American citizens 
and American property, that he has 
not disarmsd, or sought to disarm, the 
forces of the revolutionists, nor inter- 
fered with either faction. That he has 
simply directed there be no fighting 
within rifle range of the territory occu- 
pied by the Americans; and that other- 
wise there is no interference with any- 
body or attempt to interfere with either 
side. 


Borah Bans Intervention. 


“As I understand, the administra- 
tion is confining its efforts solely to 
the protection of American citizens and 
property, that there is no intention of 
intervening in the affairs of Nicaragua. 

“I realize it is a difficult and delicate 
matter to handle, but we should be 
vigilant against being tricked into in- 
tervention. The Central and South 
American countries have already shown 
their deep interest in what is going on. 
We had better err on the side of toler- 
ance than on the side of intolerance. 
Naturally, we are interested in protect- 
ing our own people, but we should also 
bear in mind that to do anything more 
than is necessary to protect them is 
wholly unjustifiable. Those people have 
their own way of doing things, and not 
only this government, but American 
citizens who go into those countries, 
will have to take that into considera- 


tion. I am in favor of withdrawing our/ 


forces from Nicaragua just as soon as it 
can be ascertained that Americans are 
reasonably safe.” 

It was reiterated at the State De- 
partment yesterday that the reason for 
landing American marines in Nicaragua 
was to protect American lives and prop- 
erties. This statement is nowhere chal- 
lenged, but diplomats comment on the 
fact that Americans in Nicaragua were

nations in building up armies and navies. For- 
eign statesmen would do well to read this ad- 
dress, if they wish to gain a clear apprehension 
of the attitude of Americans toward arm- 
aments. ; 

The United States determined to be 
inaster of its own destiny, says the presidential 
successor of George Washington. That was 
the reason for the revolutionary war, and it 
is now the reason why the United States will 
not brook foreign aggression against the 
Panama canal, or against the canal which the 
United States has a right to build through 
Nicaragua. While not applying his remarks 
io Central American conditions, Mr. Coolidge 
makes the fact very clear that he stands where 
George Washington would have stood in de- 
fense of the independence and security of the 
United States. He says:

The colonies had been called on to fight 
the Eurepean wars on this side of the 
Atlantic. They had been required to pay 
tribute to liquidate European debts and 
support the European military establish- 
ment. They had been forced to submit 
to the regulation and control of their trade 
for the benefit of European commerce. 
They determined to resist these unjust 
impositions and establish their complete 
independence. They did not then and do 
not now fail to recognize that they are a 

A_part of the civilized world, and that they 
Owe not only to themselves but to others 
rreat obligations. But they were deter- 
mined now, to he the masters of their own 
destiny anaath] jndges of their own con- 
duct. 

They knew, and we ought to know, that 
unless we can be American we can not be 
anything. Unless we look after ourselves 
we can not look after anybody else. 


In order to maintain its security the United 
States constructed the Panama canal, which 
enables the navy to defend the American coasts. 
A new treaty has been negotiated with Pana- 
ma, under which Panama agrees to declare a 
state of war whenever the United States is at 
war. This belligerent status on the part of 
Panama will deprive an enemy of the right to 
enter the ports of Panama for supplies, while 
it will @epen those ports to the United States 
fleet. The United States, since 1903, has been 
under a pledge to defend the independence of 
the Panama republic. 

Another treaty with Nicaragua is in force, 
designed to enable the United States to protect 
the Panama canal and also to construct a canal 
through Nicaragua. This treaty, like that with 
Panama, is intrinsically a measure of national 
defense, and it is as necessary to enforce it as 
it is to maintain a navy. Neither the canal 
nor the navy is ‘‘competitive’’ with measures 
taken by foreign.governments for . their. de- 
fense. ; 

Pending the time when the nations agree to 
substitute reason for force, it is incumbent 
upon Americans, in President Coolidge’s 
phrase, ‘“‘to look after themselves.” They 
must be Americans, possessing America, if they 
are to do good in the world. The application 
of Mr. Coolidge’s remarks to the existing situ- 
ation reveals that, while the President shares 
the universal desire for peace based upon 
reason and not upon force, he also believes in 
trusting God and keeping his ‘powder dry. 


CHILD HEALTH. . 


Representatives of the Board of, Trade,

AIR REGULATIONS. 


The Department of Commerce made public 
yesterday the regulations governing civilian 


aviation as provided for under the air com- 


merce act "ecently enacted by Congress. All 
branches of the aeronautical industry in the 
United States have expressed their approval 


of the regulations. Aircraft manufacturers, 


aeronautical engineers, pilots,. publishers and 
editors of aeronautical journals, owners of 
aircraft and others connected with the indus- 
try cooperated with the department in its ef- 
fort to draw up the most effective and satis- 
factory set of rules to properly regulate air 
traffic in a manner which will assure safety 
and be most helpful to the development of the 
industry. The tentative regulations were 
then analyzed in a series of seven conferences 
betweén different elements in the industry 
and the department’s Assistant Secretary for 
Aeronautics, following which the revised reg- 
ulations were submitted to the industry for 
further suggestions. 

As finally adopted, the regulations provide 
for the licensing of both planes and pilots, and 
prescribe penalties against operation of ships 
not fully airworthy, or by incompetent pilots. 
Standards of aircraft construction, are set 
forth and structural strength requirements 
and minimum load factors are dictated. Here- 
aftef any plane engaged in interstate flying, 
or in intrastate flying when any part of the 
flight lies over another State or as part of 
through carriage between points in different 
States, must bear a license number testifying 
to the fact that it has been accorded govern- 
ment recognition as to its airworthiness. Fire 
extinguishers, first aid kits and safety belts 
now become compulsory equipment, and air- 
planes flying over large bodies of water must 
in addition carry an adequate supply of food 
and potable water, and be equipped with 
flares, lights and life preservers. 

When the regulations become effective on 
December 31, at midnight, airplanes will 
come under as rigid A drastic an inspection 
service as-is accorded to steamships, and air 
commerce will have been established on a 
firm foundation. The day of the irresponsible 
flier, incompetent operator of a dangerous 
ship, has passed. In his place will be found 
an individual bearing the government’s testi- 
monial as to his ability to pilot an airplane, 
master of a craft bearing the government’s 
stamp of approval as to its construction and 
airworthiness. Unquestionably the new order 
will increase public confidence in air travel 
and will provide a powerful stimulant to the 
entire industry. 3

This frightful showing demonstrates force- 
fully the urgent necessity for more effective 
regulations to govern the use of streets and 
highways. ‘‘Were the number of automobiles 
constant year after year it would be easier to 
gauge the effects of remedial measures,’’ says 
the report, ‘“‘but the number is increasing so 
rapidly as to present a tremendous problem 
in itself, a problem. which calls for drastic 
safety measures.”’

The majority, however, felt that Wash- 
ington was not yet large enough for it, and that 
it would. tend to work against. uniformity of 
administration and certainty of punishment in 
cases of repeated minor offenses. As a substi- 
tute the majority suggested that two additional 
police court judges be appointed, although it 
failed to go into the matter of where they 
might hold their courts in view of the present 
highly congested condition of the present police 
court building. 

The traffic violation bureau, however, un- 
doubtedly would do much to relieve this 
crowded condition, for advocates assert that it 
would remove the necessity of motorists ap- 
pearing at court in at least 35,000 traffic cases 
annually. The plan may be further com- 
mended as both a time and trouble saver, and 
could well be tied in with the work of the 
present traffic bureau.

FARM LAND VALUES. 


Farm land values averaged about 30 per 
cent lower on March 1, 1926, than on March 1. 
1920, according to the Department of Agricul- 
ture. While farm land values in some places 
declined during this period below the 1920 
level, in other places farm land values held 
their own. For example, in the Northeast part 
of the country and in the upper portions of the 
Northwest States, values increased or remained 
level. The same was true in wéstern Kansas. 
This indicates that local conditions caused the 
varying increase and decrease in values. 

The figures show an average farm land 
value per acre in 1920 of about $107.89. while 
in 1926 the average value per acre wds $76.47. 

In Massachusetts average values per acre 
increased from $100 to $109 in the six years: 
while in Iowa average values per acre dropped 
from $255 in 1920 to $155, and in California 
from $240 to $180 per acre. In the cotton 
States the drop in farm values was large. 

It is interesting to note that the greatest 
decline was in States where grains were grown 
and live stock raised. This indicates that the 
variation in the drop in values was due some- 
what to the sort of crops raised. The decline 
in farm values was not due to legislation or 
lack of legislation. 

The decrease in farm earnings, which is 
another way of stating decrease in prices of 
farm products, had an effect on the value of 
farm lands. Where prices of commodities 
were low, values of farm lands were low. Farm 
land values were high in 1920, because prices 
of farm products were high. Currency infla- 
tion and war demand did this. It was impos- 
sible in 1926 to raise corn at a profit on farm 
land valued at $255 an acre, 

One of the chief causes of depression in the 
Northwest was the placing of mortgages on 
inflated farms. Farmers speculated, and banks 
encouraged them to speculate. Now they are 
paying the piper.

BUSINESSLIKE PARLIAMENT.

$31 000,000 Corporation Acts 
Along Lines of the Federal 
Reserve System. 


25 BANKERS ARE ON BOARD 


New York, Dec. , 29 (By A. P.).— 
Formation of the American rediscount 
corporation patterned after the Fed- 
eral Reserve system, but having no con- 
nection with it, was announced today, 
to safeguard and guide credit finance 
companies in financing machinery, 
automobile and other equipment sold 
on the installment plan. 

The corporation has been chartered 
under the laws of Maryland with 


authorized capitalization of $31,500,000 
and its operations, starting January 5, 
will be conducted through the Credit 
Corporation of America, recently or- 
ganized under the banking act of the 
State of New York. 

At the head of the new organization 
will be Lawrence -H. Hendricks, at pres- 
ent controller of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, and it will have as 
an advisory board 25 bankers in vari- 
ous parts of the country. Morgan J. 
O’Brien will be chairman of the ad- 
visory committee. 

The corporation was, formed after a 
survey in 34 industries during the last 
year by the advisory committee on 
finance and industrial credits which 
found, it was stated, 
sales in many industries wef advis- 
able and necessary and that “it was 
vital to increase domestic sales in such 
industrials in order to maintain the 
present status of national prosperity.” 

It has also found evidence of abuse 
in the method of deferred sales which 
if allowed to continue “will result in 
losses to the public, banks and the 
credit finance companies, which even- 
tually may undermine the present sys- 
tem of mass production and Guansatee |; 
sales.”’

RESEARCH FUND WORK 


American Association Hopes 
for $1,000,000 Endowment 
to Reach Sources. 


OFFICERS ARE ELECTED 


Rochester, N. Y., Dec. 29 (By A. P.).— 
The influences of Europe linger in 
America today, with civilization still in 


transit from the older country to the 
new and from the coast to the back 
country, the American Historical as- 
sociation was told here today. 

The association’s annual convention 
was given over largely to a discussion 
of European influences in this coun- 
try, and to the annual business meet- 
ing at which Dr. Henry Osborn Taylor, 
of New York City. became president of 
the organization for 1927. Prof. James 
H. Breasted, of the University of Chi- 
cago, was elected first vice president, 
and James Harvey Robinson, of New 
York, second vice president; Prof. John 
Spencer Bassett, of Smith college, secre- 
tary, and Charles Moore, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., treasurer. 

Further, the association decided to 
expedite its efforts to raise an endow- 
ment fund of $1,000,000 for historical 
research, with the idea that the organ- 
ization shall take the initiative in find- 
ing and publishing hitherto little 
known documents and information on 
American history, make a ‘survey of 
libraries for cataloguing of historical 
material and develop a plan for a 
national history library. 

Tentative plans provide for research 
not only in American history, but in 
sources which shall have international 
interest and in the fields of European, 
Far Eastern and Latin-American his- 
tory with a view to discovering the 
gaps, possible correlations and fruitful 
subjects for investigation in the his- 
tory of man. 

Former United States Senator Albert 
J. Beveridge, of Indiana, will continue 
as head of the national committee on 
endowment. Prof. H. J. Carman, of 
Columbia university, will succeed Prof. 
Solon J. Buck, of the University of 
Minnesota, as executive secretary in 
charge. 

American institutions owe more “to 
the Dutch than is commonly supposed 
for not all are of English origin as 
once was believed, Prof. Albert Hyma, 
of the University of Michigan, told the 
convention at its general session.

TO ATHLETES IN CORINTH 


Archeological Institute Is Told 
of Paintings of Leaps 
Over Lions. 


RICH DISCOVERIES MADE 


Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 29 (By A. P.). 
Athletes during the Roman period of 
domination in Greece experienced 
thrills far excelling those of the mod- 
ern athlete, it is indicated in paint- 
ings just discovered by excavators at 
Corinth. 

A painting of an acrobat making a 
pole vault over the back of a charging 
leopard was described today by Prof. 
T. Leslie Shear, of Princeton, during 
an.address before the Archeological 
Institute of America. In another“ bril- 
liantly colored painting an athlete 
with hands on the ground and head 
raised, is about to take off for a hand- 
spring over the back of a huge lion 
that is rushing at him, he said. 

’ “Beautiful and interesting works of 
Greek and Roman sculpture were found 
at ancient Corinth in the campaign of 
excavations that has just been con- 
-cluded,” Prof. Shear said. “There are 
primitive terra cotta idols from the 
seventh century B. C., brilliantly 
painted architectural terra cottas of 
the sixth century, marble sculptures of 
the fifth and fourth centuries, master- 
pieces of Hellenistic art and fine works 
of the Roman period. 

“From every point of view Corinth 
has vindicated its claim to the title 
of ‘wealthy city of the double sea.’” 

Miss Lillian B. Lawter, of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas, said that previous 
conceptions of Greek dancing must be 
revised. Studies indicate, she said, that 
the Greeks favored the bended knee 
in dancing, that their dancing was much 
less formal than that of the present 
day and that they danced not with the 
feet alone but with the entire body. 

Discoveries at sites of 55 towns and 
cities in central Asia Minor were de- 
scribed by H. H. Von de Osten, of the 
Oriental Institute of Chicago. A recent 
expedition to that region in search of 
a culture related to that of the Hit- 
tites, yet which differed from it in many 
respects, led to a territory where hith- 
erto there had been little evidence of 
such culture. The party discovered more 
than half a hundred town, city and 
Village sites, he said, and a series of 
rock castles and fortresses with a com- 
plete signal system connecting them 
and covering the whole central section. 
In southern Asia Minor considerable 
excavations were made, but sites of only 
three cities were partly uncovered. 


ELEMENTS EVOLVED, 
SCIENTIST’S THEORY 


Nature the One Successful 
Transmuter of Metals, 
Says Scientist. 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 29 (By A. P.).— 
Mother Nature, at work for ages in her 
laboratories, has thus far been the only 
successful transmuter of metals, ac- 
cording to theories advanced before the 
Geological Society of America today by 
Dr. W. V. Howard, of the University of 
Illinois, and Dr. T. Russell Wilkins, of 
Rochester, N. Y. 

Dr. Howard, discussing “the evolu- 
tion of the odd-numbered elements,” 
put forth a hypothesis that the ele- 
ments potassium, sodium and alumi- 
num, evolved from magnesium, calci- 
um and silicon, respectively. This evo- 
lution, he believed, might have been 
brought about in such @ way as to set 
free water, which would account for 
some of the water generated in the 
earth's interior. 

Going into the study of another 
group of metals closely related to the 
mysterious element, radium, Dr. Wil- 
kins said that lead might have evolved 
in nature from either actino-uranium 
or orinium. He said the production of 
lead went on at a constant rate and 
that if the ratio of the lead or helium 
by-product of the process to the parent 
elements were known, man would have 
had means for determining the age of 
crystalline formations. 


Former Spouse Sued

Los Angeles, Dec. 29 (By A... P.).—A 
breach of promise suit asking $100,000 
was filed here today by Mrs. Lenora E. 
McBride against James Duncan Mc- 
Bride, her divorced husband, charging 
him with failing to keep a promise to 
remarry her. 

The McBrides were married in Chi- 
cago in 1890 and the husband obtained 
a divorce at Reno, Nev., three years 
later.’ They met in Vancouver, B. C., 
in 1924, and he again paid court to her, 
promising to marry her in Los Angeles, 
according to the complaint.

Economy of itself is not all that Is re- 
quired and although any effort toward 
economy is a step in the right direction 
the step is quite capable of defeating 
its own purpose if it is not a carefully 
planned one, a sound one, and one 
based on intelligent reasoning. You 
have endeavored to give all of these 
things to your plan, but it is defeating 
your purpose, as you say. There is 
just one reason. First, that others 
may understand the answer that I am 
printing, at your own request, through 
the column, I shall quote from your 
letters which says in part: 

“es 68h fh hand I do not 
the reason for this waste. My family 
is small, there are three of us only, 
and we have normal appetites. I have 
reduced the cost of the table quite a 
little by the new plan, but the men 
folks don't eat half what they did and 
much goes out. How can economy be 
applied if this is the result? You have 
answered a great many questions in a 
very understandable manner—will you 
help me, too? I do not expect that 
you will think me clever in my scheme 
for others do the same thing—and even 
with larger families. And it works 
beautifully. What is the matter with 
me? Thanking you sincerely for any 
answer that you can give me, I beg to 
remain, MARGARET LE ROY.” 

This reader has hit upon the plan of 
buying in quantity and cooking more 
than is necessary at one time, thereby 
saving gas, time and effort. She uses 
clever ways of disguising food that was 
once served in its natural state, and had 
reduced her table cost by her method. 
But the appetite of her family is wan- 
ing. There is something wrong. some- 
where, although people of her acquain- 
tance are able to succeed, even with 
larger families. 

Here, my dear, is the crux of the 
whole matter. These others do not 
succeed with the plan you are attempt- 
ing to operate, in spite of the large 
family—but because of it! If one’s 
family is small, a very different order 
is necessary than the order that is ac- 
knowledged for the large one. 

The members of your family suffer 
from monotony of diet, without a 
doubt. However clever you may be 
with camouflage, beets remain beets, 
and onions onions, to say nothing of 
the spinach, cabbage and turnip that 
you consider a necessary part of the 
diet. They are splendid fods, true 
enough, but no food is a very nourish- 
ing one unless it is eaten and assimli- 
lated, and when you have served these 
things for three consecutive days be- 
cause they were already cooked (to save 
gas) and have only to be reheated and 
dressed up, you have removed any ro- 
mance that may be connected with the 
article in question. These men of your 
family are discriminating. Men some- 
times for a long per‘od of time eat any- 
thing that is set before them in an ab- 
stract, off-hand manner. Your family 
is evidently more astute. If I were in 
your place I should abandon the meth-

od of economy that you have attempted 


and go to work from another angle. 
Buy in quantity only the foods that 
may: be kept periods of time, for in- 
stance, a large rather than a small 
squash, for baking, and when it is 
baked put in a jar what is not served 
the first night ag a vegetable and place 


it in the ice box. Pies may be made of , 


the residue a few days later and eaten 
with relish. With prunes this may be 
done. Use them for breakfast one 
morning, put the remainder away, and 
on another day have a prune whip, a 
prune pie, a loaf of prune and nut 
bread. There is no monotony in this 
method of economy and yet economy it 
is. Carrots can not be bought in wag- 
onloads and done over in new ways. 
There are so few ways of making a 
carrot anything but a carrot. At the 
moment only the carrot marmalade 
comes to my mind as a perfect dis- 
guise. 

Now that we have the fault, what is 
the remedy? The only real remedy for 
an extravagant kitchen is to get onto 
an allowance and stay on it, rain or 
shine. Then ‘dollars will not take wing 
for seemingly no purpose. For a starter 
allow $3 a day for your three people. 
From that amount buy all of the food 
for the household. Do not let a penny 
go for anything else, and if 50 cents is 
left over today, add it to tomorrow's 
money, for flour may be needed, or eggs 
(at a gold brick each), or some other 
staple. If there is no money on hand 
don’t feel that you must, Just simply 
must, have a steak for the unexpected 
guest. Give the guest what you were 
to have, or don't let him come. Do not 
let one least thing upset your routine 
and you will find that economy is a 
simple thing, requiring only effort, in- 
telligent planning and stick-to-it-ive- 
ness.

Do not raise your partner's suit 
from one to two points unless 
you have normal support in the sult, 
plus two probable tricks. 

The question of assisting partner's 
suit-bid is more complicated than the 
assist of partners No Trump bid, 
which we hove been considerjng for 
two days; but in one particular it is 
similar. The raise can be made from 
two to three with less strength than 
from one to two. To raise from one 
to two, the raising hand should con- 


(@) Normal support in the partner's 
sult; 

(b) Two probable tricks. 

By “normal support in the partner's 
suit” is meant either three cards of 
that suit, or the Ace and one other, 
or the King and one other; d. ¢., a 
singleton (even an Ace) or just two 
ecards, neither of which is as high as 
King, 1s not normal support. 


A “probable trick" for the purpose 
of assisting means an Ace, King or 
Queen of the trump suit; or a side 
Ace (a side Ace-King would be two); 
or a side King protected with small 


ecards when the adverse bid has been 


made on the right of the assister; or a 
side King-Queen; or 4 blank suit or 
singleton, provided the hand contains 
trumps for ruffing. There are other 
elements of a trick unless two or more 
of them be held; such as a side Queen 
in addition to the Ace of that sult 
(Ace-Queen); a Queen-Jack-x suit;

his blood contains bile and his eyes, 
his skin and his organs generally are 
stained by it. But whence and why 
the bile? In the old days there was but 
one answer. It was made by the liver, 
the duct from that organ was stopped, 
the bile could not flow out, and there- 
fore it was absorbed. 

The new studies have shown that bile 
can be made in other parts of the body, 
the liver being merely the organ which 
separates it from the blood and throws 
it into the intestine. Therefore, in a 
given case of jaundice the trouble may 
be beyond the liver, or the liver may be 
at fault, or it may be the bile, having 
passed the liver, is absorbed from the 
gall bladder. 

It may be very important to know 
just where lies the trouble which re- 
sulted in the jaundice. In the old days 
we knew just about one liver disease— 
cirrhosis—and that was all.

EAR Jimmy: A big city florist 
was telling me the other day 
that nearly 80 per cent of his 

Christmas business is in potted plants 
of various sorts, and only 20 per cent 
in cut flowers. “And,” he added, “it 
represents mighty close to 100 per cent 
mortality by the middle of January, for 
not one customer out of ten knows how 
to keep his plants alive for more than a 
few days or can give them the condi- 
tions necessary: to continued life even 
if he knows what they are.” 

When you come to think of it, Jim- 
my, this is a.pretty terrific waste—not 
only of the plants themselves, but also 
of the pleasure they are capable of 
giving. Even though few of us can 
supply the temperature, air moisture 
and light conditions which potted 
plants should really have in the winter 
‘time, we can double.the time that they 
last in our rooms and, if we are lucky, 
may pull an occasional one through 
until spring gives us a chance to plant 
it outdoors. 

The usual trouble is.due to the dry 


heat of the average room which, to- 
gether with the lack of fresh air, se- 
riously affects the sensitive breathing 
pores in the leaves. This can not be 
remedied by watering the soil in the 
pots, though a fair amount of moisture 
applied there is necessary, of course. 
The only really helpful plan is to 
sprinkle the foliage daily and, for at 
least two or three hours out of every 
24, to stand the plants in the bath- 
room where they can enjoy the moist 
air from a tub of water. If such 
treatment is supplemented by an air- 
ing in a sunny corner of the porch 
when the weather is warm enough not 
to nip them, the benefits will be really 
marked. I’m hoping to get out to see

ISTON, Dec. 29 (By A. P.).—Facta 
and figures on the voting power of 
the 76 organizations composing 
the American Olympic association 
were issued tonight in ‘a public 
statement by William C. Prout, chair- 
man of the association, to refute 
charges that the olympic body is con- 
trolled by a minority group dominated 
by*the Amateur Athletic Union. 

Charges of A. A. U. domination were 
given yesterday as one of the two main 
reasons for the National Amateur Ath- 
letic Federation’s withdrawal from the 
association. 

“The American Olympic Association is 
composed of 76 organizations which, 
under the American olympic constitu- 
tion, cast 120 votes,” said Prout.

“Sixty-one votes constitute a ma- 
jority. The Amateur Athletic Union 
has three votes, and its 23 district 
associations from New England to 
Hawali have one apiece, or a total 
of 23, making the voting strength 
of the A. A. U. 26 votes, less than 
one-half the G1 required for a 
ma jority. 


“The national collegiate association, 
with its various affiliated bodies, casts

23 votes, or substantially the same as | 


the A. A. U. 
strength, the N.C. A. has affiliations 
with the Y. M.-C. A. with one vote 
and the so-called federation with three 
votes.

In an effort to find a cheat- 
proof shift play, the Coaches asso- 
ciation suggested to the rules com- 
mittee that “after any change of 
posiion of one or more players, 
two or more seconds elapse before 
the ball is put in play.” 


The coaches, however, make it clear 
that the unfavorable reaction created

Jack Dempsey Pia 


To Enlarge Racing Stable 


Victory of Former Boxing Champ’s First 
Starter Gives Him Thrill—Is on Market 
for More Thoroughbreds. 


[A JUANA RACE TRACK, Mex., 
Dec. 29.—Off to a flying start 
when the first thoroughbred to 
ever carry his red and green colors on 
@ race track came back victorious, Jack 
Dempsey, former world’s heavyweight 
champion, says he got the greatest 
thrill of his life when his Old Kickapoo, 
a 2-year-old, winged his way to victory 
at vwnée Tia Juana track the other day. 
It was Dempsey’s intention at the 
outset of the Tia Juana season to en- 
gage in racing merely as a pastime or 
a luxury to the extent his bankroll 
could afford. However, the victory of 
Old Kickapoo has enthralled him and 
he dropped the hint the other day to 
President James W. Coffroth, of the 
Tia Juana Jockey club, that he prob- 
ably will branch out in racing on a 
rather pretentious scale. 


“Nothing would give me a greater 
kick than to see a horse IT own win 
a derby or a big stake such as the 
$25,000 Tia Juana derby or the 
$100,000 Coffroth handicap,” mused 
Dempsey. The big fellow is just 
like a kid with a new toy. 


The small string wh which Dempsey has 
is handled by John Coburn, a discérn- 
ing horseman, who races horses of his 
own here each winter and in New York 
and Maryland in the summer. It is 
not denied by Dempsey that he is seek- 
ing to purchase several high-class thor- 
oughbreds and he. has commissioned 
Coburn accordingly. 

Recently Coburn, acting for Demp- 
sey, attempted to bily the 2-year-old 
colt, Willie K., by Donnacona, but 
without success. Coburn was attracted 
to Willie K. by his good Eastern races 
of the summer, where despite the fact 
he was miserably ridden several times, 
he gave every promise of being a high- 
class runner. Then Willie K. was run- 
ning with about the best in the East, 
competing with such as Whiskery, 
Sarazen, Backbone, Gaffsman, Joy 
Smoke, Bulletin and others. 


Coburn’s first offer to W. Keat- 
ing, owner of Willie K., was $15,- 
000. It was later increased to $20,- 


000 and finally to $25,000, but even 
at the latter figure Keating would. 
not sell the colt. It is understood 
now that further negotiations are 
pending and that there is a fair 
chance of Dempsey still being able 
to buy Willie K 


While these negotiations are going 
on, Coburn is angling for other handi- 
cap and stake horses for Dempsey. It 
is known that offers have been made 
for thoroughbreds who are nominated 
for the Tie Juana derby and. the 
Coffroth handicap. Dempsey has a deep- 
rooted conviction that his racing 
venture, under the experienced Coburn, 
will be productive of good financial re- 
turns. In any event, the former champ 
intends to go in for racing on a much 
greater scale than he first anticipated. 

The active association, of Dempsey 
with thoroughbred racing is not as 
foreign as it would seem when a peek 
is taken behind ¢the scenes. Dempsey 
for years has been a great lover @f the 
kingly thoroughbred and this dates 
back to the time when he was a 90- 
pound boy in his early ‘teens in 
Colorado. 

With a fair amount of success, 
Dempsey rode races at the county 
fairs in Colorado and  ~nearby 
States, but his natural inclination 
to grow big and take on weight 
put a stop to his riding. Without 
this William Harrison Dempsey 
might never have been the world’s 
heavyweight champion. 


“I certainly did hate to give up 
riding,” says Dempsey. “The life had 
a great appeal to me and I can remem- 
ber that, when I became too heavy, it 
almost broke my heart.” 

Dempsey is not the first of well 
known fighters to blossom forth as 
owners of running horses. Several 
before him have had their filing at the 
turf game in the role of owner with 
various degrees of success. Among 
these were Packy McFarland, Johnny 
Dundee and Tom Sharkey. A _ very 
useful horse and a frequent winner, 
Johnny Dundee, was named in honor 
of the little Italian boxer.

The winnings, he said, he handed 
over to Wood at the Michigan Central 
station here. 

West said Leonard initiated the en- 
tire transaction, calling him to the 
Tiger clubhouse here on September 
24, the day before the alleged “fixed” 
game. Later, he said Leonard advised 
him Wood would give him the money 
to bet the following morning. The 
money, West said, wes handed to him 
in an envelope.

There was no statement forthcoming 
from Commissioner Landis’ office to- 
day on this newest turn of events. Ex- 
amination of the testimony made pub- 
lic by Landis, however, revealed the 
following: 

“Q. (By Landis). There has been tes- 
timony given here today to the effect 
that a bet was made on that game.

Better Than 20 Years Ago, But Are 
Unappreciated, Says Coach.

A’ the recent meeting of the grad- 


uate “C” club of Central High 
school, “Maggy” Magoffin, former 


Central athlete and now a well-known 


football official throughout the South, 


brought out a point that has been the 
topic of much discussion by many of 
our former high school stars, in recent 


years. 

This point had to do with the ques- 
tion of whether or not the present 
Washington high school athletes really 
observe the strict principles of training 
in sport, in comparison to the old- 
timers of fifteen and twenty seasons 
back. It has been Magoffin's experi- 
ence, based on actual contact for many 
years, by reason of his working the se- 
ries football contests, that our athletes 
do not seem to want to give themselves 
so willingly to the rigorous demands of 
a football season and especially as these 
demands relate to their training away 
from the school. 

There can be no doubt in any one’s 
mind but that the old-timers ked 
more of a self-sacrificing spirit when 
they participated in the sports of lon 
ago and that they thought more o 
representing their schools in public 
than some of our high school youths 


do today. 


Conditions at that time, as to 
playing and tratning fields, equip- 
ment and care, were certainly not 
to be compared to the excellent 
conditions under which our squads 
train today, even though three of 
the schools do not have their own 
fields. 


The older athletes have kept alive 
their interest in the athletics of their 
schools becayse they feel that out of 
their participation in sports they have 
received something worth while, even 
beyond the actual enjoyment of the 
contests themselves, and they have 
tried to impress this on.the minds of 
the youths now engaged in yp oy 
their school’s colors before the public. 

Some are inclined to feel that we 
are doing too much for the present day 


high school athlete, and that not 
enough in the way of a return in school 
spirit and appreciation is being mani- 
fested. The best of equipment is being 
offered to him, pleasant trips are ar- 
ranged to show him off and give him 
an outlook on playing conditions in 
other cities and not much sacrificing 
is asked in return. 

Yet in some cases we find that with 
ull that is being done to make condi- 
tions pleasant for the athlete, he still 
feels that all these things are rightly 
due~ him and more too. When an 
athlete gets this point of view, there 
is no doybt but that too much has 
been done and that his school may 
— little in the way of service from 

m. | 


The writer has no actual exper! - 
ence with the way in which the 
athletes of seasons ago in our high 
schools looked upon their training 


obligations, but from the interest 
most of them still display in high 
school athletics here, these sports 
surely must have meant something 
rs — and they readily admit the 
act. 


It seems a fact that too many of our 
athletes these days want to know just 
what they can expect to get out of 
pports and their schools before they 
are ready to serve the schools and ap- 

reciate the honor that comes to them 

y such service. They don’t seem to 
want to make any sacrifice, such as a 
year with the scrubs would entail, be- 
cause they feel there isn't enough in 
it for them. 

Training in the afternoon is suffi- 
cient for a good many athletes with- 
out carrying it into their away-from- 
school conduct. But as “Bill” Foley 
puts it, “You work out in the after- 
noon and do your real training when 
you ate away from the school.” 

Maybe too much publicity is now 
being given to our athletes and their 
place in the sun too prominent. What- 
ever it is, our high schools could stand 
a little more loyditv and appreciation

COMMITTEE TO DRAFT 
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Violation Bureau Also May Be 
Established in New Place 
Under His Supervision.

Coincident with information yester- 
day that the office of the director of 
traffic is about to be moved out of 
the District building and combined 
with that of the police traffic bu- 
reau, at 1412 Pennsylvania avenue 
northwest, came the information that 
the power of the director may become 
materially increased by establishment 
there, under his supervision, of the 
traffic violation bureau suggested sev- 
eral days ago by I. C. Moller, assist- 
ant traffic director.

A citizens’ committee, headed by | 
Odell S. Smith, appointed by the com- . 
missioners to investigate the proposal 
of Maj. Edwin B. Hesse for a magis- 
trate system to provide branch police 
courts in several parts of the city, re- 
ported disapproving Hesse’s plan and 
recommending that of Moller. The 
committee also recommended that the 
personnel of the police court be ex- 
panded by addition of two judges. 

The committee, after seeking infor- 
mation from several: cities, decided 
that Washington was not large enough 
to make decentralization of police court 
procedure profitable to the public. In- 
convenience to lawyers, difficulty of 
uniform administration and the opin- 
ion that it would not materially re- 
duce congestion on court calendar were 
stated as reasons for rejecting the mag- 
istrate plan 

Moller’s proposal sets up a bureau 
with a regular schedule of fines for 
minor traffic offenses, at which motor- 
ists ticketed by the police for viola- 
tions would appear, sign jury trial 
waivers and pleas of guilty and accept 
the scheduled fines, unless they elect 
to deny their guilt and demand court 
hearings. 


Sentiment Marriage 
Annullment Sought 


Mrs. Lillian C. Frye, 1002 East Capli- 
tol street, who says that Herbert Frye 
persuaded her for “sentimental rea- 
sons” to go through a marriage cere- 
mony at Alexandria, Va., on March 21, 
1925, filed suit yesterday in equity 
court to have the marriage annulled.

On September .7 last, it is alleged, 
Secretary Davis ordered Cupido de- 
ported, although, the latter says, he 
has declared his intention of becoming 
an American citizen. It is contended 
that the order of deportation should 
have issued within three years after 
Cupido’s arrival.

BARNARD URGES MAKING 
NUTOTAGS AT OCCOQUAN 


Would Cost District 8 Cents a 
Pair Instead of 14, He 
Tells Commissioners. 


MACHINES COST $50,000 


Capt. M. M. Barnard, superintendent 
of the District workhouse, at Occoquan, 
yesterday told Commissioner Proctor L. 
Dougherty that he believed it feasible 
for the District to manufacture its own 
automobile license tags in the institu- 
tion under his charge. 

It is expected that a committee ap- 
pointed by the commissioners to inves- 
tigate the feasibility of the project will 
so recommend. Capt. Barnard is a 
member of the committee, as also is 
James V. Bennett, of the bureau of 
efficiency. 

Barnard and Bennett went to Balti- 
more Tuesday to investigate the experi- 
ence of Maryland in making its own 
tags in the State penitentiary. Report- 
ing to Dougherty on the visit, Barnard 
said the necessary machinery would 
cost $50,000 new, or $20,000 second- 
hand, and the tags could be made for 
about 8 cents a pair, whereas the Dis- 
trict has been buying 100,000 pairs an- 
nually at about 14 cents. 

The contract price this year is 11% 
cents a pair, but the Chicago firm that 
is making them is said to be losing 
money on the job. Failure to deliver 
on schedule was the circumstance that 
led the commissioners to consider mak- 
ing tags in the workhouse. 


82 TO BE ADMITTED
